2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 23 of 
the specification refers to Figure 5, however there are only 4 Figures. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Glaim 16 recites the limitation "the magnetic particles" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ersek et al in view of Gruneberger "Development and first clinical experience with a 
magnetic urethral closure device". 

Ersek et al teach micro particles to be injected into the body to treat urologic and gastric 
disorders. In column 4, lines 60-65, Ersek et al teaches that the particles may range 
from 30-3000 microns and even more preferably, 80-600. microns. In column 5, lines 1- 
15, Ersek et al teaches that there are many lubricious, bio-compatible carriers for the 
particles, including saline, various starches, hydrogels, polyvinylpyrrolidones 
(Plasdones), polysaccharides, fats, organic oils or fluids and other polymeric materials, 
and esters of hyaluronic acids such as ethyl hyaluronate and polyvinylpyrrolidone 
(PVP). Ersek et al teach the use of surface modifiers in lines 16-50 of column 5, 
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including PVP, collagen, hyaluronates, and polytetrafluoroethylene. The particles are 
injected at several cites, including at the bladder neck, as shown in Figure 7, or the 
urethra, as cited in the claims. 

Ersek et al fail to teach that the micro particles are active or magnetizable, or the 
use of rods. Gruneberger shows a figure on page 107 where two magnetic rods pull on 
each other to narrow a urethra. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art, at the time of the invention, to make the particles magnetic in order to increase 
the effectiveness of the treatment of the Ersek et al invention, as magnetized urological 
incontinence treatments are well known in the art, and as taught by Gruneberger.
